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Call to prosecute officers, sacked for missing man search misconduct

TWO police officers sacked after they 
lied about a search for a pedestrian 
who was killed after being hit by a car 
should face prosecution, the man’s 
father said this week. 

PC Joanne Jeggo and PC John 
Simpson were called to reports of Kyle 
Brooks, 28, walking in the A12 near 
Chelmsford, on October 30, 2014, but 
did not find him after a search and he 
later died after being struck by a 
vehicle. 

A misconduct panel heard the pair, 
based in Colchester, made false state¬ 
ments about seeking more inform¬ 
ation about the man’s whereabouts. 

Mr Brooks’ father Robert, 59, said 
he would be seeking legal advice and 
wanted the pair to face prosecution. 

“I don’t feel there has been any 
justice,” he said. “I couldn’t give a 
monkeys if they got the sack or not. It’s 
not going to bring my son back. I 
would like to see them both go to 
prison.” 

The independent panel, headed by 
Neil Dalton, found the officers’ actions 
in relation to the search for Mr Brooks 
amounted to misconduct. 

And the officers’ response to the 
allegations, which included state¬ 
ments that were determined to be 
false, amounted to gross misconduct, 
the panel ruled. Both officers were 
dismissed with immediate effect.

Mr Brooks said: “It makes me feel 
sick to the stomach. No-one knows if 
Kyle would still be 
alive but he 
could be and 
we will never 
know the 
answer to 
that. 

“At the end 
of the day if 
they’d done 
their job prop¬ 
erly or reacted 
differently my 
son could still be 
alive today.” 

He added: “I 
knew it was coming 
months ago but we 
wasn’t allowed to 
talk about it. It’s been

The men were all wearing 
tracksuit bottoms, dark hooded 
tops with scarves over their 


faces and gloves. They arrived 
at the store in a Ford van 
which was later found in 
Ladyshot by police officers. 

An 18-year-old man from 
London and a 15-year-old youth 
from Harlow were arrested on 
suspicion of aggravated 
burglary and taken to Harlow 
police station for questioning.

TWO people suspected of 
cash from an elderly woman 
after she withdrew it from a 
bank in Harlow town centre 
are being sought by police.

Motorcyclist’s 
death a tragic 
accident says 
Essex coroner 

AN inquest has heard how a 
motorcyclist suffered fatal 
injuries in road accident in the 
early hours of Christmas Eve 
two years ago. 

Jonathan Aicken, known to his 
friends as ‘Panda’, died as the 
result of the injuries he 
sustained after his Yamaha 
motorbike was in collision with 
a BMW car in Tylers Road, 
Roydon, on December 24, 2014. 

Coroners’ officer Linda Calder 
told Chelmsford Coroners Court 
that for some unknown reason 
Mr Aicken, 24, of Foldcroft, 
Harlow, slipped from his bike 
and slid along the carriageway. 

She said a pathologist had 
given the cause of death as 
multiple injuries. A post mortem

investigation had shown there 
were no signs of alcohol or drugs 
present in his blood. 

Accident investigator PC 
Duncan Thurlwell said his 
conclusion was Mr Aicken had 
lost control while on a left hand 
bend and collided with the car. 

The inquest was told the BMW 
failed to stop after the accident 
but there was no guarantee the 
driver was aware they had 
collided with a motorcyclist. 

Recording a verdict of 
accidental death, Essex coroner 
Caroline Beasley-Murray 
described the accident as a 
tragedy, telling members of Mr 
Aicken’s family who attended 
the inquest: “He was clearly 
much-loved by you all.” 

■ Three people are due to stand 
trial at the crown court after 
being charged with perverting 
the course of justice following 
the accident. One is also charged 
with failing to stop and failing to 
report an accident. 


Friends of popular teenager planning to 
hold second mass bike ride across town 


FRIENDS of a Harlow teenager who 
died 10 weeks ago are planning to hold 
a second mass motorcycle ride in his 
memory. 

Former Passmores Academy student 
Marcel Bellairs-Honiss died on Sunday, 
March 6. 

The following week his friends held a 
bike ride as a tribute to him and they 
are planning another this weekend on 
what would have been his 17th birth¬ 
day 


Hundreds of people lined the streets 
for the first ride which began in Bush 
Fair and made its way around the town 
centre before finishing in Barn Mead. 

While the majority of people were 
well behaved, police reported they had 
to deal with a number of incidents of 
anti-social behaviour and have asked 
those taking part in Saturday’s ride to 
make sure there is no repeat of those 
incidents. 

Inspector James Paget of Harlow 


police said: “We absolutely respect the 
need for Marcel’s friends to come 
together and remember a life lost so 
tragically young. 

“But illegal or anti-social behaviour 
using motorcycles causes alarm and 
distress to local people, particularly 
vulnerable people.” 

He added: “Spontaneous rideouts 
involving illegal or irresponsible beha¬ 
viour can mean losing you bike, being 
fined or charged.”

A TEENAGER from Harlow who 
appeared in a charity’s film about the 
refugee crisis has reprised her role for 
the sequel. 

Lily Aslandogdu stars in Still the 
Most Shocking Second A Day which 
tells the fictitous story of British child 
refugees fleeing a UK civil war in 
search of safety. 

It was filmed by Save The Children 
to bring attention to the plight of real 
child refugees caught up in the ongo¬ 
ing civil war in Syria. 

The film is a follow-up to Most 
Shocking Second A Day which went 
viral when it was released in 2014. It 
follows the beginnings of the conflict 
as seen through the eyes of a small girl 
played by Lily.

The girl, who is also called Lily, is 
forced to move home and loses family 
members in the fighting. The video 
has now been viewed more than 53 
million times. 

The new 90-second clip tugs on the 
heartstrings as the girl’s life is turned 
upside down one second at a time. As 
the film ends the message ‘It’s Hap¬ 
pening Here, It’s Happening Now’ is 
displayed before offering viewers the 
chance to donate to the charity’s crisis 
appeal. 

Thirteen-year-old Lily, who is a stu¬ 
dent at Burnt Mill Academy, said: 
“When I heard there was going to be a 
sequel I thought it was amazing as it 
means I get to help more people. 

“It was filmed in April during the 
Easter holiday in both London and 
Essex. The explosions you see were 
done against a green screen.

“The underwater scene was shot in 
Pinewood Studios, where James Bond 
was filmed. The scene on a boat was 
difficult for me as I can get sea sick, but 
I remembered what I was doing it for 
and that got me through.” 

Year 8 student Lily, who lives with 
her parents Sevket and Jacqui and 
older brother Jake, said: “We met up 
with a Syrian family to help with the 
filming to find out what they had gone 
through. 

“They said that speaking in English 
they were able to talk about it because 


it felt like it was not real. But they were 
very emotional when they talked 
about it in Arabic.” 

She added “I think the video is 
really sad. It makes me feel very for¬ 
tunate.” 

More than 325,000 children have 
crossed the Mediterranean and 
Aegean seas to escape the crisis and an 
estimated 340 youngsters have died 
since September.

Hospital to charge disabled visitors to park to fill fund gap 


DISABLED drivers must now pay to 
park at Princess Alexandra Hospital 
as the trust tries to plug a £38m 
financial deficit. 

Blue badge holders could 
previously park free of charge at the 
hospital, with other visitors and 
patients subject to a pay-and-display 
fee. Disabled drivers are now charged 
£2.50 for an eight-hour period, with 
no return within four hours. 


The change, which goes against 
Government guidelines, has been 
criticised by Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon who has campaigned for all 
hospital parking fees to be scrapped. 

Wrong 

“It’s completely wrong,” he said. 
“I’ve asked to chief executive to look 
again at this decision.” 

The Princess Alexandra Hospital 


NHS Trust, which recorded a deficit 
of £38m in the financial year 2015/16, 
said parking charges had previously 
been subsidised and that this “can no 
longer continue”. 

A spokeswoman for the trust said: 
“Patient care and safety is 
paramount at the trust and no longer 
subsidising areas such as car parking 
means that the hospital can channel 
the maximum resources it has into 


providing excellent patient care.” 

Standard parking charges have 
also been hiked, with the fee for the 
first two hours scrapped and 
replaced with a £3 charge for up to 
three hours. 

The spokeswoman added: 

“Changes to the parking policy at the 
hospital were made following a large 
consultation with all staff and 
members of the Patient Panel.”

Evictions are 
short-sighted 


We need a long-term solution, not a short-term fix

councillor I was invited to a 
meeting with the young people 
who are being evicted by East 
Thames Housing Association 
from Ocassio House. 

Essex County Council has 
decided to change the criteria 
which means that many of the 
vulnerable young people are 
suddenly no longer considered 
vulnerable. 

The first of more than 100 
evictions start next month. 

Many of these young people 
haven’t had the best start in life 
but with the support of staff at 
Occasio House they have 
developed new skills and 
confidence. It appears to me a 
short-sighted decision and based 
on the principle of knowing the 
cost but not the value. 

The county council is 
planning to save £180k but this 
will result in many being 
homeless or placed in low grade 
poor accommodation. The 
service isn’t just about a bed but 
support, help and advice. We will 
see more young people out on the 
street as a result of this terrible 
decision. 

It is a decision made in 
Chelmsford which will have a 
direct impact on us all. The 
young people need our collective 
support to try to save Occasio 
House and the unique services it 
provides. 

We need make sure the 
housing association maintains it 
key commitment to supporting 
these young people and we need 
our MP to tell his Tory friends at 
County Hall that this isn’t fair, 
reasonable or sensible. 

If we can’t support our youth 
in Harlow then I feel it’s a sad 
day for us all.

Wind smashed 
kitesurfer into 
coastal seawall 

Father-of-one suffered multiple injuries

AN experienced kitesurfer died 
when he was slammed into a sea¬ 
wall by a freak gust of wind, an 
inquest heard. 

Father-of-one Mark Paxton, 
who worked as a grounds man¬ 
ager at Canons Brook Golf Course 
in Harlow, was preparing to ride 
his board off the Essex coast near 
St Osyth when the horror unfol¬ 
ded. 

The 42-year-old suffered trau¬ 
matic injuries in the accident on 
February 21. Despite the efforts of 
paramedics to save his life, he was 
declared dead at the scene. 

Chelmsford Coroner’s Court 
heard on Thursday how Mr Pax¬ 
ton had swapped to a smaller safer 
kite due to high winds at the 
surfing spot and was standing on 
the beach in the moments before 
the tragedy. 

As he prepared to return to the 
water he asked fellow surfer 
Joanna Kalpinas to help him 
launch. However, when she 
released the kite after he gave her 
the thumbs up, the wind suddenly 
dropped and it tumbled towards 
the ground. 

A 45mph gust then smashed 
him into the concrete seawall. 

Ms Kalpinas told the inquest: 
“The main thing I remember is it 
just fell out of the sky and the kite 
ended up by the wall. Then the 
wind picked up and the kite went 
back into the air and that was 
when he was dragged along the 
beach. 

“He was dragged into the sea¬ 
wall and he hit it with his right

shoulder. I pulled the emergency 
release on the kite and Mark 
seemed to be pain. 

“Then a cyclist came by and 
some other people came over. 
Another gentleman came over a 
few minutes later who had first 
aid training and he took over. 
Mark didn’t say anything.” 

Mr Paxton was conscious and 
breathing when beachgoers first 
arrived at the scene but his con¬ 
dition deteriorated and he went 
into cardiac arrest. 

The inquest was told he died 
from multiple injuries. The para¬ 
medics who attended the scene 
were not called to give evidence. 

At the start of the hearing cor¬ 
oner Caroline Beasley-Murray 
read a note from Mr Paxton’s 
widow, Andrea, in which she said 
that on the day of his death he was 
completely normal and happy. 


“He was looking forward to 
kitesurfing and was extremely 
experienced,” she said. 

Addressing his family and 
friends, Mrs Beasley-Murray 
said: “Mark Paxton died as a res¬ 
ult of an accident; it was the most 
of tragic of accidents.” 

Expressing her sympathies to 
his family and friends, she said: 
“You have had the ordeal of sit¬ 
ting here through the evidence 
and you have done that with great 
dignity 

“I hope you will be able to dwell 
on the happy memories.” 

In the immediate aftermath of 
the tragedy, Mr Paxton’s friend 
Tony McSpadden wrote online: 
“Those of you who knew Mark 
will remember him for his love of 
blasting away the hours on his 
race board or, more recently, his 
hydrofoil. 

“Those who knew his passion 
for tweaking his kit to make it 
faster and faster, his ability to put 
more than 50 miles away in a 
session, will know he loved what 
he did. 

“This has hit all of his friends 
and especially his family, very 
hard.” 

Mr Paxton joined Canons 
Brook as assistant green keeper 
and within two years was pro¬ 
moted to deputy course manager 
before taking the top job in 2010. 

A club spokeswoman said: 
“Apart from being exceptionally 
talented, he was a nice guy and 
always had time to stop and talk 
to members and guests at the golf 
club. 

“We were all stunned at the 
tragic news of Mark’s death.” 


£15m scheme for busy A414 junction 


PRELIMINARY work on a £15m scheme to ease 
traffic congestion at a busy Harlow junction will 
start later this year. 

As part of the improvements earmarked for the 
junction of Edinburgh Way and the A414, Edinburgh 
Way will be duelled between the Cambridge Road 
and River Way roundabouts. 

Other improvements included in the scheme are: 

■ the upgrading of the Cambridge Road roundabout 
to include a dedicated left turn lane from the south 
to the west along the A414 

■ improvements to traffic signals at the East Road 
junction with Edinburgh Way, with crossing points 
on the A414 for pedestrians and cyclists, and 


■ improvements and improvements to River Way 
roundabout. 

Cllr Rodney Bass, Essex County Council’s cabinet 
member for infrastructure, said: “We are investing a 
lot of money in improving roads in Harlow, working 
side by side with Harlow Enterprise Zone, to trans¬ 
form the town’s economy.” 

Construction work is due to begin early next year. 
Information, including maps, will be on display at 
the Harlow Enterprise Hub, in Edinburgh Way, on 
Tuesday (May 24) from 3-8pm and council officers 
will be in attendance to answer questions.

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FRONT PAGE STORY: Traffic officers sacked for gross misconduct after disciplinary hearing 


Police pair lied 
in statements 


on A12 fatality

TWO traffic police officers have 
been sacked from the Essex force 
for gross misconduct in their 
handling of a case involving a 
Harlow man who was killed in a 
road accident. 

An independently chaired mis¬ 
conduct panel was told the two 
officers - PC Joanne Jeggo and PC 
John Simpson - were on duty on 
October 30, 2014, when they 
received a report of a pedestrian 
walking on the A12 near Chelms¬ 
ford. 

They went to the area and car¬ 
ried out a search but did not find 
the man. Later, pedestrian Kyle 
Brooks, 28, of Broadfield, Harlow, 
was struck by a number of 
vehicles and killed while walking 
in the carriageway of the busy 
road. 

The four-day misconduct hear¬ 
ing, held at Harlow Social Secur¬ 
ity and Child Support Tribunal, 
was told how the two officers 
provided written and verbal state¬ 


ments stating they had sought 
more information about the loc¬ 
ation to assist with their search 
but these were found to be false. 

The panel, headed by legally 
qualified chairman Neil Dalton, 
found the officers’ conduct in 
relation to the search for Mr 
Brooks amounted to misconduct. 

Their response to the allega¬ 
tions, which included statements 
that were not true, amounted to 
gross misconduct. 

After the hearing Mark Gil- 
martin, director of support ser¬ 
vices at both Essex and Kent 
Police, said: “These officers 
responded to a call and carried 
out a search but failed to find a 
man reported to be walking on 
one of the main roads in the 
county. 

“The panel heard strong evid¬ 
ence of the officers’ previous 
exemplary records and the panel 
were left in no doubt that they 
were highly regarded by their 
line managers and peers. 

“They have been dismissed 
because they were found to have 


lied. They were shown not to have 
followed the fundamental values 
expected of officers to maintain 
public confidence in policing. 

“In order to maintain the high¬ 
est standards, the panel believed 
dismissal without notice was the 
most appropriate sanction.” 

Mary Cunneen of the Independ¬ 
ent Police Complaints Commis¬ 
sion described the death of Mr 
Brooks as a tragedy. 

“We conducted a thorough, 
independent investigation into 
the handling of three separate 
emergency calls from members of 
the public to Essex Police prior to 
Mr Brooks’ death,” she said. 

“Our investigation found evid¬ 
ence to suggest PC Jeggo and PC 
Simpson had lied in written state¬ 
ments they made in relation to 
why they had not searched a 
stretch of the A12 that night. 

“The cases against these 
officers have now been found 
proven at misconduct hearings 
conducted by Essex Police and 
both officers have been dismissed 
from the force.”

AN inquest was told Kyle 
Brooks suffered fatal 
injuries after being being hit 
by a lorry and up to three 
other vehicles while he was 
walking in the second lane of 
the A12 in the early hours of 
the morning. 

The previous evening Mr 
Brooks had been out 
drinking with friends who 
said the last time they saw 
him was when he left to 
smoke a cigarette. 

He failed to meet them at a 
taxi rank at 2.30am. 

The hearing was told Mr 
Brooks was struck by an 
articulated lorry at around 
3.45am. The force of the 
impact threw him into the 
third lane, where he was 
struck by a Mercedes car 
and possibly two other 
vehicles. 

The coroner recorded a 
verdict of accidental death. 

Before the accident Essex 
Police received three 
emergency calls indicating 
three different locations for 
a pedestrian walking on the 
carriageway. 

The police response was 
subsequently investigated by 
the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission. 

Mr Brooks was born and 
raised in Harlow and 
attended Kingsmoor 
Primary School before 


moving on to Stewards 
Secondary School. After spells 
working at Stansted Airport 
and Sports Direct, he secured 
a job at ink manufacturer 
Luminescence in Bush Fair. 

In a statement released 
after his death his family said: 
“Although his life has been 
cut tragically short he 


touched the lives of many 
people. 

“Losing Kyle so cruelly is 
something we will never come 
to terms with. 

“Our lives are emptier without 
him; we are heartbroken and 
struggling daily with the 
knowledge he is not coming 
home.”

Could airfield 
be the site for 
new hospital? 

Idea receives support from parish council

A SUGGESTION that North 
Weald Airfield could be used for a 
new district hospital to replace 
Princess Alexandra Hospital is 
flying high with parish council¬ 
lors. 

The NHS trust which 
runs the Harlow hospital 
is planning for predicted 
population growth by 
exploring options for the 
development of the exist¬ 
ing Hamstel Road site as 
well as potential altern¬ 
ative sites in the Harlow 
area. 

Now North Weald Bas¬ 
sett Parish Council is 
calling on Epping Forest 
Council to work with Harlow 
Council and look at developing an 
area of the village airfield as a 
suitable location. 

The suggestion was put forward 
by parish councillor Nigel Bed¬ 
ford who said the airfield was in 
an ideal position with good road 
links to Whipps Cross Hospital in 
Leytonstone and Addenbrookes at 
Cambridge via the Mil and to 
Broomfield Hospital in Chelms¬ 
ford via the A414. 

With the Herts and Essex air 
ambulance already based at the 
airfield, he added there was a 
possibility that ambulance sta¬ 
tions in Epping and Ongar could 
be relocated to create a “mixed 
use emergency service base”. 

All existing sites, including the

current PAH site in 
Harlow, could then be 
developed for housing. 

Cllr Bedford told last 
week’s parish council 
meeting: “This would 
be a good opportunity to make 
good use of the airfield. I can see 
this as a way of supporting flying 
at the airfield; we would be secur¬ 
ing the airfield. 

“We could lease the land on a 
100-year lease, generating reven¬ 
ue income and that income could 
sustain flying by maintaining the 
runway.” 

He said using the airfield as the 
site for a new hospital would bene¬ 
fit local people with shorter trav¬ 
elling times than to potential new 
hospital sites north of Harlow. 

A spokeswoman for the PAH 
NHS Trust said: “The trust is 
currently working with its stra¬ 
tegic partners, including local 
authorities and commissioning 
groups, to plan for the future pop¬ 


ulation growth predicted in the 
area and ensure that there are 
sustainable high quality services 
in the long term. 

“As part of that work the trust is 
exploring all options including 
development of the existing hos¬ 
pital site and potential alternative 
sites in the Harlow area” 

A spokesman for Epping Forest 
Council said: “We are aware that 
future expansion of the PAH site is 
limited and the health authority 
is exploring possible options for 
another site. 

“We are working with neigh¬ 
bouring councils as part of the 
Local Plan process to include stra¬ 
tegic factors such as health pro¬ 
vision, but we have not been given 
any indication that North Weald 
is being considered as a likely 
option. 

“Considering the catchment 
area for Princess Alexandra, we 
understand they are looking fur¬ 
ther north.” 


County’s verge-cutting plea to drivers 


DRIVERS are being asked to take extra care on the 
roads as Essex County Council begins its summer 
programme of cutting grass verges. 

The programme includes verges next to roads and 
pavements as well as vegetation on central reser¬ 
vations and anywhere growth affects sightlines at 
junctions 

Up to eight tractors will be working on the road 


network at any one time during the peak cutting 
season and motorists are urged to keep a safe 
distance in case of flying debris such as tree 
branches. 

Around 6,100 miles of verge will be cut during the 
summer.

Ambulance staff to 
hold a strike ballot 
over working hours 

UNION members working for the East of 
England Ambulance Service are to be bal¬ 
loted over possible strike action in a row over 
excessive working hours and lack of suf¬ 
ficient breaks. 

UNISON accused service managers of fail¬ 
ing to tackle the problem and said it will 
consult with frontline ambulance staff over 
industrial action. 

It claims that in December last year 2,995 
shifts finished more that an hour later than 
planned and in January 2016 the figure rose 
to 3,639 shifts. 

A spokesman said: “Shifts are meant to be 
no longer than 12 hours in length but reg¬ 
ularly over run so that staff can find them¬ 
selves working 13-18 hour days or nights. 
Earlier this year one crew was forced to work 
a 20.5-hour shift.” 

The union also said frontline staff were 
entitled to a 45-minute meal break during 
their shift but regularly only end up with 30 
minutes. 

Unacceptable 

UNISON branch secretary Fraer Steven¬ 
son said: “After a year of broken promises 
our crews are still faced with unacceptable 
working conditions. 

“Frontline staff are caring people, com¬ 
mitted to providing excellent patient care 
but they're human beings too and they need 
to be cared for by their employer. Fifteen 
hour shifts with just a half-hour unpaid 
break are now commonplace. 

“Theirs is already a stressful job, being 
made almost unbearable by the excessive 
working hours staff regularly find them¬ 
selves working. No wonder so many have 
already left the service and that many more 
say they want to quit.” 

The union, which carried out an indicative 
ballot earlier this year, said it will now 
proceed with a full ballot of frontline staff. 

The East of England Ambulance Service 
covers Essex, Hertfordshire, Norfolk, Suf¬ 
folk, Cambridgeshire and Bedfordshire.

HARLOW’S iconic music venue The 
Square will reopen at its former site in 
Fourth Avenue later this month - just 
five months after closing. 

The announcement was made on Fri¬ 
day by SquareOne Entertainment, the 
not-for-profit organisation that man¬ 
ages the venue. 

About a year ago the venue was 
issued with a six-month notice to vacate 
the premises by landlord Circle Hous¬ 
ing, although a last-minute reprieve for 
an additional six months was granted 
due to a number of logistical reasons. 
The Square remained open until 
December 31 last year. 

Since then, SquareOne has been seek¬ 


ing a new location for The Square - a 
search that is still ongoing - but will now 
reopen the venue in its traditional loc¬ 
ation while developers decide what will 
happen to the site after a planning 
application for housing was rejected by 
Harlow Council. 

A statement issued on behalf of 
SquareOne reads: “It was SquareOne’s 
intention to be able to secure a new 
premises for the venue where a long 
term future could be built, and not to 
drag out what had been a physically and 
emotionally straining process.” 

The statement reiterated plans to 
secure a new venue elsewhere in the 
town but said the process of doing so is 
“taking longer than expected”. 

“SquareOne are aware of the hole that 
has been left in the community fol¬ 


lowing the closure of The Square. 

“With Harlow Council’s Development 
Management Committee deeming 
Circle’s plans for redevelopment of the 
site unsatisfactory, the building having 
been sat unused for five months, the 
constant demand from the public for 
The Square to exist and the need for 
SquareOne to trade to pay existing bills 
and avoid personal debt, the right move 
is to reopen. 

“This is by no means a long term 
solution to the ongoing issue, and The 
Square is far from safe. Circle Housing 
is appealing the decision and this pro¬ 
cess could see Circle’s plans approved. 
“The importance of The Square to Har¬ 
low has been reflected by the enormous 
number of people who have taken time 
to sign petitions, write letters to the 


council, attend meetings, contact us dir¬ 
ectly asking what is going on, volunteer 
to help keep a venue running and the 
constant stream of social media posts 
explaining the disappointment at lack 
of such a venue. 

“There’s a bit of work to do to get the 
place back into a fit state for opening, 
but we’re working around the clock and 
have a team of volunteers getting their 
hands dirty.” 

“We now hope you’ll join us this 
summer as we celebrate our eighth year 
of running an independent music 
venue. The story is far from over, so let’s 
get writing this next chapter.” 

Last year a petition was launched to 
keep The Square open, along with a 
video paying tribute to the venue, fea¬ 
turing a raft of high-profile acts.

HARLOW is one of several loc¬ 
ations across Essex where police 
will be installing new roadside 
cameras to target criminals using 
the county’s highways. 

There are currently 61 fixed 
cameras across the county but 
that number is due to increase to 
95 over the next 12 months. 

During the past year evidence 
from ANPR cameras has been 
used in 206 court cases to secure 
convictions in cases of murder, 
assault, theft, burglary, vehicle 
crime, robbery, fraud, the supply 
of controlled drugs, kidnap, con¬ 
spiracy to facilitate illegal entry 
of foreign nationals into the UK, 
serious domestic violence crimes, 
assault and murder. 

As well as Harlow, new sites are 
being considered in Basildon, 
Braintree, Brentwood, Colchester, 
Harwich, Rayleigh, Saffron Wald¬ 


en, Southend, Thurrock, Wick- 
ford, Woodham Ferrers and the 
Tendring area. 

Martin Lyddon, ANPR man¬ 
ager at Essex Police, said: “ANPR 
makes a positive contribution to 
policing objectives each and every 
day, supporting a range of activ¬ 
ities from volume crime enquiries 
to major incidents. 

Arrests 

“Between 2015 and 2016 a total 
of 607 arrests were made using 
fixed site and portable ANPR. It 
has also been used by the Cas¬ 
ualty Reduction Unit to enhance 
road safety and has been pivotal 
in the seizure of 502 vehicles for 
no insurance in Essex over the 
last six months.” 

In October last year four men 
were convicted and sentenced to 
various terms of imprisonment 
for their involvement in the wide¬ 
spread theft and disposal of 
vehicles stolen from across Essex. 


Fixed site cameras helped trace 
the movement of the stolen 
vehicles and those being used to 
commit the crimes. 

Mr Lyddon added: “We want to 
be very transparent around our 
use of ANPR across Essex, which 
is why we are publicising our 
plans. 

“We know that it can be con¬ 
sidered by some to be controver¬ 
sial, but it has proven itself as a 
crucial tool in both detecting and 
deterring crime. 

“We have extremely stringent 
processes in place to manage the 
data that these cameras collect 
and innocent members of the pub¬ 
lic have nothing to be concerned 
about. 

“Our plans to increase our cov¬ 
erage across Essex is all part of 
our on-going commitment to 
keeping the county safe and mak¬ 
ing it as difficult as possible for 
criminals to operate in our 
county.”

Kevin wants to give 
musical kids a cnance 



MUSIC teacher with a 
difference, Kevin Barr is 
developing tomorrow’s 
talent by giving 
youngsters the chance to 
perform alongside today’s stars of 
the jazz world. 

“One day they could be the next 
big star in an arena,” said Kevin. “I 
am starting the process by giving 
them the opportunity to perform on 
stage.” 

The 57-year-old from King’s Lynn 
who lives and works in Harlow, 
plays a unique role in organising 
classy events at Park Inn Hotel and 
encouraging his students to join a 
big name on the bill. 

Jazz professionals Rod Pooley and 
Mark Bettis will both perform later 
in the year in Kevin’s Music 
Showcase and Dancing with 
Nostalgia shows. 

But Kevin’s immediate focus is on 
Let Your Talent Shine, where young 
musicians on his roster will show 
off their skills on Sunday, June 26. 
Ten six- to 14-year-olds will take to 
the stage. 

“They are all working hard and 
getting ready,” he smiled. 

“They choose which songs they 
want to play. They do it all 
themselves. Students will be 
compering too. 

“It is a stepping stone. If they 
think it’s for them, I will sit down 
with them and talk about what that 
entails.” 

What’s next is potentially a 
performance alongside Rod, which 


Kevin explains offers a perfect 
incentive to practice: 

“Students will warm up with him 
and they get time to spend with him 
before it starts. They are free to 
come up and play something with 
him. 

“Rod can do things in a concert 
that we can only dream about and 
Mark keeps more to the dance 
music side of things.” 

A steady audience of around 80 
people regularly attend the shows, 
which often contain more than just 
music. The Dancing with Nostalgia 
invites audiences to take to the floor 
and also provides a dinner. 


Kevin has developed his shows 
from smaller scale events in Harlow 
schools and has aspirations to 
create a set-piece to match his love 
for music. 

“I take inspiration from the 
NAMN Shows,” he said to reference 
the colossal concerts held in 
Nashville. 

“If we can really get it going more 
people can become aware of the 
music and it will give the students a 
better experience. 

“The problem is that there is 
nowhere to go to see this kind of 
music played locally. That’s why we 
do the events. Students are playing 


to learn from the experience.” 

Unusually for a music teacher, 
Kevin is fascinated beyond a tune 
being played correctly and also 
respects the qualities of 
showmanship. He hopes this rubs 
off on his students. 

“They have to be entertaining,” 
he said. “They don’t just play to 
play a piece, it has to be 
entertaining. They have to learn to 
present themselves on stage. 

“There is enthusiasm and I want 
them to get the most from what they 
are doing. This is the first little step 
and I have had students in the past 
who have made that step up.” 

He continued: “That’s the thing 
that Simon Cowell is looking for. 
That ‘X factor’. You can’t explain 
why somebody has got it or not. 

“I have got some that are showing 
signs of that charisma. I am looking 
to bring that out of them.”

Middle Child has produced 


original live songs to tell the 
story of Terry as he deals with 
girlfriend troubles and work 
pressures. 

Backed by a versatile band 
Marc Graham as Terry fronts 
the band to perform rock, pop 
and rap music as his life 
unravels. The loud music is 
similar to what you might 
have found in The Square but 
there is more dialogue than 
singing. 

Paul said this is not a 
performance to apply the word 
‘musical’ to. 

“We try to make it a little bit 
cooler than a musical,” 
explained the 29-year-old. 

“We have moved it away 
from jazz hands and instead of 
scenes, or musical numbers, 
we have tracks. It is an 
original album script told 


through the front man, who is 
living the worst week of his 
life. 

“An inspiration is The 
Streets’ album A Grand Don’t 
Come For Free, where the 
character falls out with his 
mates, loses his girlfriend and 
loses £1,000 in a week. We also 
are inspired by The Arctic 
Monkey’s debut album, 
Whatever People Say I Am, 
That’s What I’m Not. 

“There is dialogue in there 
too, and there is conversation 
within the songs. It is urban 
poetry. Most of the show is 
talking.” 

Middle Child Theatre will 
take to the stage on May 20 for 
one night only as part of 
Harlow Playhouse Pay What 
You Can season, where 
audiences are invited to leave 


a donation at the end. 

Anyone interested should 
reserve a ticket fast, with 
nearly all seats having now 
been sold. 

“I am really pleased so many 
tickets have been sold as I am 
from Harlow,” said Paul. 

“I am really excited to be 
taking the play to Harlow 
Playhouse. I was part of their 
theatre company for years. I 
left for Hull for university and 
then I moved to London. After 
that I set up my own company, 
Middle Child Theatre. 

“There are 10 of us in total 
involved in the company. This 
show has five people on stage. 
Some are from Middle Child 
and some have never worked 
with us before.” 

“It is aimed at a millennial 
audience,” added Paul. 

“We have tried to make an 
event which will drag people 
away from Netflix. It is quite a 
tough battle. 

“Millennials can stream 
films from all across the world. 
We are getting better at 
thinking of ways we can 
attract them and get through 
to them. 

“It helps that this show is 
Pay What You Can as the 
audience don’t have to spend 
£15 coming.” 

The rest of the performing 
band are Ed Cole as Terry’s 
friend Aaron, Jessica Morley 
as his girlfriend Jenny and 
Alice Beaumont as mum. 

Paul said it has been a tough 


ordeal to lug the equipment to 
the seven venues on their tour, 
but he has enjoyed the 
experience of offering 
something different. 

“We started up in 
Birmingham and we finish in 
Luton shortly after the Harlow 
show. It is an intense two 
weeks and a lot of work. 

“We have a real mix of 
venues. Some of the shows are 
in theatres and some nights, 
like in New Cross, they are in 
a pub. People feel they have to 
sit quietly in a theatre or wear 
certain clothes but we want 
people to relax and feel they 
can enjoy themselves.” 

“A few people take a bit 
longer to work out what it is,” 
he added. “We are keen to 
cross art forms. It is a mix of 
things. We want to set up a 
new form. I have never seen 
(this style of play) done in this 
way before. I have seen people 
use it in other, interesting, 
ways. 

“We rehearse in the same 
way as we would for a normal 
play. We also have a musical 
director. It is very much about 
getting music and theatre to 
work together. We want to 
create an environment where 
people can have a dance while 
talking.”

f it ain’t broke, don’t fix it. 
That’s the mantra of John 
Carney, writer-director of 
Oscar-winning romance 
Once and Begin Again, who 
remains in a bittersweet musical 
groove for this effortlessly 
charming coming-of-age story. 

Set in 1985 Dublin, Sing Street 
revisits the decade of 
questionable fashion choices, 
when Frankie told us all to relax 
and Duran Duran frolicked on 
sun-kissed beaches with the girls 
of Rio. 

Against this vibrant backdrop, 
Carney charts the rise of a pop 
group formed by boys’ school 
misfits, who escape the economic 
hardships of the era through 
their infectious, self-penned 
music. 

Life knocks the lads down, but 
they get back up again, inspiring 
classmates to rebel against the 
dictates of their school’s 
disciplinarian headmaster, 
Brother Baxter (Don Wycherley). 

Carney's script delicately 
touches upon themes of sexual 
abuse, domestic violence and 
adultery, counterbalancing the 
lead characters' exuberance with 
harsh life lessons that echo 
perfectly the words of the film's 
down-trodden heroine: "That's 
what love is: happy sad." 

Laughter and tears come 
together in sweet harmony.

ou don’t get much in the way of 
protest music these days, 
certainly not much that reaches 
a mass audience. But a duo 
from Chelmsford have been 
making waves with their satirical swipes 
at those in power with great effect for the 
last eight years. 

Anonymous duo Cassetteboy splice 
together video clips of politicians and 
celebrities talking with familiar songs to 
form hilarious parodies that make 
serious points. Their latest mash-up, 
featuring health secretary Jeremy Hunt, 
is a barbed commentary on the dispute 
with junior doctors put to the tune of 
YMCA and timed to coincide with the 
doctors’ strike. It’s had more than half a 
million views and is likely to be as 
influential as any speech or utterance by 
a politician or commentator. 

It carries on a long and dishonourable 
Cassetteboy tradition of mocking and 
undermining the rich and powerful, but 
that’s not how things started off. It all 
began with making mixtapes back in 
Chelmsford as Mike (not his real name) 
explains. 

“We just used to put together these 
tapes for parties and add little bits of 
talking and dialogue between the songs,” 
says Mike. “We’d use snippets from Radio 
4 and whatever else seemed to fit. 
Gradually it got to the point where there 
was more and more of the talking bits 
and less music. Some people liked it, 
some people couldn’t get into loops of 
newsreaders saying silly things.” 

Among those who liked it were some 
friends who ran the record label 
Spymania, who released electronic 
experimentalist Squarepusher’s early 
material. 

“They wanted to release our tapes so 
we did an album for them and it’s evolved 
from there,” says Mike modestly. 

That evolution took in a few recordings 
and releases (including an album about 
the journey through life using samples 
from EastEnders, Doctor Who and Match 


Of The Day) before Cassetteboy moved 
into working with video full time. 

“Our breakthrough video was The 
Apprentice [in 2009]. It took four months 
of looking through 48 episodes of The 
Apprentice to do that. There’s a huge 
amount of raw material you have to go 
through,” says Mike. 

The hard work was worth it though. 
The video mash-up of Alan Sugar’s 
dialogue on the reality show yielded more 
than five million views and suddenly the 
world was taking notice of Cassetteboy. 

“It was a massive moment for us. It 
showed us YouTube was a natural home 
for us. We could access the whole world, 
we just needed to edit and upload.” 

Which they’ve been doing ever since, 
typically targeting government ministers 
with their satirical takedowns, the most 
recent of which features that Jeremy 
Hunt mash up. 

“It has to be something we feel strongly 
about and know we can do something 
funny with,” Mike says. “With Jeremy 
Hunt, the phrase ‘My NHS’ kept popping 
into our heads and it seemed obvious to 
mix it with YMCA.” 

That’s bound to form part of 
Cassetteboy’s live show as they perform 
at festivals during the summer, including 
a customary appearance at Glastonbury 
as well as shows at Latitude, Festival No. 

6 and Reading. 

“We don’t show our faces. We go to 
ridiculous lengths to stay anonymous,” 
Mike admits. “We wear silly costumes 
and hit each other with inflatable 
hammers. We just make idiots of 
ourselves. 

“We enjoy playing festivals. I think 
after people are a bit frazzled at a festival 
after a day or two, our show makes 
complete sense.”

Audience is locked into unusual cominq-of-aqe drama 



FIRST night logistical problems 
took some of the shine from an 
otherwise triumphant piece of 
creative theatre from Dante or Die. 

In association with Harlow 
Playhouse, Handle with Care was 
performed inside Harlow Lok’nStore 
as small audiences followed 
protagonist Zoe around the 
corridors of the storage centre. 

Fashions, music and most 
importantly possessions change as 
Zoe transforms from a free-spirited 
young lady in her 20s in 1988 to a 
divorced but determined mother in 
2016 over the 90 minutes. 

The energetic Amy Dolan is 
replaced by the assured Rachael 
Spence as the lead half-way through. 

Boyfriends, ex-husbands and 
finally her teenage daughter all join 
Zoe for individual scenes at 
appropriate stages. 

Two consistencies are the 
haunting figures of Zoe’s brother 
Micky and Dante or Die co-founder 
Terry O’Donovan as a Lok’nStore 


employee. 

Watching as a fly on the wall, 
audiences are expected to move out 
of the way as the cast go about their 
lives. This feels fun and original, 
even if one is conscious of being a 
voyeur or constantly in the way. 

The fourth wall remains 
unbroken throughout, and despite 
being on your feet for an hour and a 
half the plot is fast, absorbing and 
feels fresh. 

To ensure maximum audience 
numbers, Dolan runs back to the 
beginning as her older double takes 
over and begins the show again with 
a second audience. 

Meanwhile, Spence finishes the 
plot with the first audience before 
running back to again meet Dolan 
half way. 

This sequence repeats several 
times and is where the play begins 
to falter. The logistical 
impossibilities of achieving the feet 
cause the performances to run later 
and later - until the final 


performance starts more than 45 
minutes after billed. 

Lok’nStore staff were welcoming 
and hospitable, but three-quarters of 
an hour is a long time to wait in a 
foyer of a storage centre. 

Perhaps staging two simultaneous 
performances was over ambitious. 

However, the play itself can hardly 
be faulted. The presence of lava 
lamps, VHS tapes and washed denim 
to a soundtrack of Nirvana and 
Supergrass is enough to make 
anyone feel nostalgic. 

But, crucially, the play does not 
make a cheesy point about growing 
older and does it project age as a 
grim inevitability. 

Interestingly, it explores the value 
of possessions and the meaning of 
the items that we treasure. It creates 
a thought-provoking, but also an 
entertainingly weird night out at the 
theatre. 

Four stars.

Fish Pie 

INGREDIENTS: 

500ml milk 

300g salmon fillet 

300g white fish (cod or haddock) 

125g raw large prawns, peeled and de-veined 
1 small onion, quartered 
1 bay leaf 

4 black peppercorns 
lOOg butter 
50g plain flour 

handful of finely chopped fresh parsley 
salt and pepper 

200g washed baby spinach (optional) 

1 kg potatoes (Maris Piper or Kind Edwards are 
best) 

50g butter 
50ml milk 

50g grated mature Cheddar cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Heat the milk in a large, shallow pan. Heat the 
milk to just short of boiling - you should just see a 
few small bubbles around the edges of the pan. 

Add the fish in large chunks (approx. 4cm) along 
with the onion and bay leaf and four black 
peppercorns. 

Reduce the heat and simmer for 8 mins, turning the 
fish once during that time. 

Lift the fish onto a plate and strain the milk into a 
jug to cool. Flake the fish into large pieces in a 
large ovenproof dish. Then add the raw prawns and 
mix thoroughly. 

2. Make the parsley sauce. Melt the butter in a pan 
very slowly, then add the flour and stir well until 
you have a paste. Add the reserved milk from 
poaching the fish very gradually, stirring briskly all 
the time. 

Keep the heat on and keep stirring until the sauce 
thickens, this should take about five minutes. 

When the sauce is thick enough to coat the back of 
the spoon, you can take the pan off the heat, 
season with salt and pepper and add the 
finely-chopped parsley. 

3. Scatter the spinach leaves on top of the poached 
fish, then pour the sauce over the fish mix in the 
baking dish, making sure the fish and spinach are 
completely covered in the sauce. Now preheat the 
oven to 180°C (fan). 

4. Peel and chop the potatoes into big chunks, then 
cook in salted, boiling water until soft and cooked 
through. This should take 25-30 minutes. Drain off 
the water and allow the potatoes to dry off in the 
open pan. Then mash with the butter and 50ml of 
milk and season well with salt and pepper. 

5. Finally, add the mashed potato to the top of the 
fish, scatter over the grated cheese and bake in the 
oven for 40 minutes until golden and bubbling on 
top. 

Serve with peas or any steamed green vegetables.

P EUGEOT is giving its 
2008 compact SUV a 
major revamp with the 
introduction of a new 
engine and a bold new 

look. 

The changes have transformed 
the model and in the case of the 
new top specification GT Line 
versions the effect is 
outstanding. 

Replacing the Feline grade on 
the current 2008, the GT Line 
cars come with gloss black roof 
rails and door mirror cappings 
and black detailing around the 
windows on top of a restyled 
nose and more pronounced wheel 
arches. 

It's also available in the 
stunning red paint finish 
Peugeot uses on its very hot 308 
GTi hatchback. 

From the front the 2008 now 
has a real macho presence - akin 
to that the 2008 Dakar Rally 
winning car - with the grille set 
off by 30 shiny facets and red 
lettering for the Peugeot name. 

The red theme is continued 
inside in a trim line around the 
cockpit which illuminates at 
night and a centre stripe on the 
seatbelts while the main 


instruments sit behind Peugeot’s 
smaller than normal 13-inch 
steering wheel, complete with a 
flattened bottom. 

It’s classy, functional and very 
state of the art with a 
touchscreen display providing 
sat nav as well as MirrorLink 
and Apple CarPlay smartphone 
connectivity. 

Under the bonnet the new 2008 
really hits the mark with the 
arrival of the 130ps derivative of 
Peugeot’s award-winning 1.2-litre 
PureTech three cylinder petrol 


engine. 

In the new 2008 range this 
engine is available on from 
top-but-one Allure specification 
and fitted with stop/start it is 
not only feisty but also 
economical. 

The official fuel return is 
58.9mpg with emissions of 
HOg/km. We averaged 37 to the 
gallon and that’s nothing to be 
sneezed at in what is the 
quickest of the new 2008 range. 

Top speed is a claimed 124mph 


with a 0 to 60 time of 9.3 seconds 
which makes it a spritely 
performer on the SUV scene. 

Road holding is more than 
acceptable and the power 
delivery is smooth and plentiful 
through the six-speed manual 
box - there’s no auto option with 
this engine but such 
transmissions are available on 
lower powered versions of the 
PureTech engine and on the 
diesels. 

The new 2008 line up is priced 
from £13,615 to £20,565 which is 


an increase of a few hundred 
pounds over the previous model. 

The 130ps GT Line 2008 costs 
from £19,315 and for a sub-£20,000 
SUV it is highly competitive. 

Not only does the new 2008 
look posh it is also very 
purposeful courtesy of Peugeot’s 
electronic Grip Control system. 

Instead of a full blown 4x4 set 
up, which adds weight and 
impacts on fuel consumption, 
Grip Control enables the 2008 to 
be surprisingly capable over 


poor surfaces. It can be set to 
tackle sand, snow and mud and 
each setting gives the car 
optimum front wheel traction. 

We tried it through soft sand 
more than a foot deep and the 
2008 pulled through without 
difficulty. 

As such it is an off-roader that 
weighs less than 1.7 tonnes yet 
still has a towing capacity of 1.27 
tonnes - well suited for those 
who want a car with a little 
extra. 

It’s a snazzy all-rounder and 
very family-oriented with boot 
space ranging from 410 to 1,400 
litres. Loading is helped by a low 
boot sill which stands just two 
feet off the ground. 

First deliveries are slated for 
July and the new model looks set 
to build on the success of the 
original 2008 which has notched 
up more than 40,000 sales in the 
UK since its launch in 2013. 

With its striking looks, clever 
drive system, lashings of 
refinement and high on value for 
money, Peugeot has created a 
compelling piece of kit with the 
GT Line PureTech 130ps 2008 - 
enough to make some of the 
crossover kings from the likes of 
Nissan, Renault and VW cross 
indeed.

RICHARD CHIASSARO has been 
selected to represent Great Bri¬ 
tain at the European Champion¬ 
ships in Italy. 

The Harlow Athletic Club mem¬ 
ber will be competing in the T54 
wheelchair 100m, 200m, 400m and 
800m, and has also been picked for 
the relay team. 

Chiassaro, of Seymours in Har¬ 
low, has high hopes for the com¬ 
petition as he gets in tip-top 
condition for this year’s Para¬ 
lympic Games in Rio de Janeiro 
when he is expected to represent 
Great Britain. 

He was unlucky to miss out on 
the London 2012 Olympics when 
the British Olympic Association 
did not pick athletes in Chias- 
saro’s category. 

He said: “I’m in great shape and 
form and my results recently 
speak for themselves. Can’t wait 
to take the next move towards 
Rio. 

“It took me five years to get 
picked for a major competition 
and I felt like stopping many 
times. I felt that all my time and 
effort was all for nothing. 

Message 

“But I carried on and the 
reward of finally being selected 
made everything worth it.” 

He also had a message for ath¬ 
letes who missed out and cited his 
own experience of how one can 
continue working hard and make 
amends. 

He said: “Just because you 
didn’t make it this time does not 
mean you are a bad athlete so 
please don’t think it does. 

“I have seen many great per¬ 
formances in the last three com¬ 
petitions. One day with hard work 
you will make it. 

“Cheer your country and 


friends on this time and in the 
future we can do the same for 
you.” 

Last October, Chiassaro made 
his debut for GB at the IPC World 
Championships in 40 degree heat 


in Qatar. 

He competed in the T54 wheel¬ 
chair 100 metres, 200m and 400m, 
but failed to progress to the finals 
of all three events. 

The closest he came was in the 


100m when he clocked a time of 
14.80sec but narrowly missed out 
on the second and final qualifying 
spot from his heat as he finished 
third. 

Chiassaro, who has spina 


bifida, has enjoyed a fantastic 18 
months where he has closed the 
gap in the world’s best and 
remains in the top six in the IPC 
world T54 rankings in his spe¬ 
cialist events: 100m and 200m.
